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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 5-6, 22-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Applicant's fail to enable a thinly cladded polarizer lacking protective coatings 
thereon including the coating being an adhesive layer. As any thin coating on the polarizer, even 
a cladding layer, will inherently protect the underlying polarizer. Accordingly, it is not clear 
how one could make a polarizer without protective layers and at the same time include a 
cladding layer coating the polarizer. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over applicant's 
admitted prior art found in the background on pages 3-5 and prior art figure 1. Figure one 
teaches a liquid crystal cell having a polarizer. Figure one lacks a specific teaching of a KE, K 
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or intrinsic polarizer. The prior art teaches a K and KE intrinsic polarizer and it further teaches 
that such polarizers were superior in durability to the non-intrinsic type. Accordingly, it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill at the time the invention was made to combine the 
intrinsic polarizers disclosed in the background with the conventional cell shown in figure one in 
order decrease cell thickness. 

Regarding the conductor or transreflecting layer including the mirrors holographic 
elements, conductive transreflecting layers and mirror layers are common knowledge and the 
examiner is taking official notice of that fact. Accordingly, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill at the time the invention was made to a transreflecting layer in order to decrease 
power consumption of the cell. 

Regarding the polymer dispersed liquid crystal (PDLC) cell, the examiner is taking 
official notice that it was common knowledge to incorporate a PDLC in order to decrease 
thickness since substrates are no longer necessary. 

Claims 22-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over applicant's 
admitted prior art figure 1 in view of the Hassel et al. patent ( £ 272). c 272 teaches a thinly 
cladded iodine polarizer. The cladding being the adhesive layer. It would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill at the time the invention was made to combine the polarizer of '272 with the 
prior art figure one in order to decrease cell thickness since it comprises only an adhesive and the 
polarizer and lacks additional protective layers.
